Weeds as Water Purifiers. 



Mr. J. J. Meclii writes as follows to 
the London ".Vgriciiltiiral (xa/etto:" 
into my pond runs a stream of twenty- 
live gallons per minute of pure water 
from a drain wliioli I out twiilvc feet 
deep some thirty-odd years ago. The 
weeds will grow and thrive in this 
pond, aud wo have annually to take 
out large f]uantities of them, They 
look very beautiful as thoy grow in 
the pellucid water, whiiih is us- 
ed for lioiiselioKl ])iiri)OHes. Said a 
friend to mo one day: "If you had a 
l)air of Rwuusyoar pond would bo tree 
of weeds;" so a kind friend iiresented 
ino with a pair, and very soon they 
cleared the poiul, pulling the weeds 
up by the roots and feeding on them. 
My family wore delighted with the 
garoeful swans and the removal of the 
weedy obstructions to boating; but al- 
tlioii;;h the ])oiul was free of weeds, 
till' water was no longer pure ami 
iiolhu'iil, li;it most decidi'dly iiiu(hly 
111 taste, Hiiil wlii'ii llio steam issued 
from the kettlo, tlio smell of 
mild was umnistokeble. Well, no 
one tliouglit it could bo the 
swaiiH, but nt last I canio to tlio conehi- 
siou, ami, doBpito fiuiiil^' auJ othor ro- 
moustrnucea, retaraod them to tlieir ori- 
ginal owner. After a bliort iioriud the 
weeds roappenrcil, and, an thoy inernu.sed 
in bulk, the water gradually assumed its 
pelluoidity and purity, and I'Richata was 
himself again." What the wijeds do for 
tlio wati'r and its occupants tho land vege- 
tiitioii does for tliu air; iimn, animals and 
other liviiii^ crcntiires poi.sou it, whilo 
vegetation absorlis tlu! injurious gasses, 
and roconvorta tliem iutowholosoino food 
and fuol for man and beast, lilliiig the at- 
mosphero with that precious oxygon 
without which men could no longer e.xiat. 
So it is in tho vast ocean, whoso living 
occupants and vegetation probably eiootd 
in quantity that which is on land. Wo 
owe to tho river vegetation much of tlui 
purity of water. It is tho oxei^ss of iin- 
puritioH from our towns which are beyond 
its powers of apjiropriation.

thought connected with middle life, " 
says tlio lato eloi[uenL F. AV. Kobort- 
Hon, "that life's last buisness is begun 
in earnest; audit is then, midway be- 
tween tho cradle aud the grave, that a 
man begins to innrvcl that ho let the 
days of youth go by so half-enjoyed. 
It is tlio pensive aiilumn fooling:it isii 
sensation of half sadness that we v\- 
perience when the longest day of the 
year is jfassed, and every tlay that fol- 
lows is shorter, and tlio light fainter, 
aud tho feebler shadows tell that nature 
re is hastening with gigantic footsteps 
to her winter jjrave. So does man 
look back upon his youth. "When the 
first gray hairs became visible, when 
the unwelcome tnith fastens itself 
upon the mind that lie is no longei- 
going up-hill, hut down, ami tli;ii tiic 
sun is always westering, lu- looks liuck 
on things ludiiiid. \\'lieii we wimc 
cliildreii. But now there lies before uh 
manhood, with its oarnest work, and 
then old age, and then tho grave, aud 
then homo. I'here is a second youth 
for man, better and liolier tiian his 
llrst, if he will look on, and not look 
baok."

The Minister of Finance. 

The mail per City of Panama 
brought] us the "Globo" containing 
Mr. Cai'twright's speech at Napanee 
in full. We can only find room for 
that portion of the speeeh which re- 
fnrH to the question in which we are 
most deeply and nearly concerned, 
•viz: the Pacific Railway, further ex- 
tiaetR after the editoiial from the 
"Globo" (publirthod youterday) being 
unnocGssai y. It will be seen thsit Mr. 
Cartwright auuounces the intention of 
the Domiiiiou Government to ataud by 
the now Terras, aud that he is of opin- 
ion that the section of road from tbo 
Pacific to counect with f.ho American 
svsteni at the Lakes can bo completed 
in u period of 21) yoara fiom the date 
of Confederation. " Spoaking of the 
promise by the Macdonald Govern- 
ment to build the road in ten years, 
Mr. Cartwright sayH:— 

"The pc'.sition pra(;lically of the 
Oovornmeut is that thoy ought to bo 
looked upon ci» the aaaigueoH of u 
morally and politically bankrupt tirni, 
who had to redeem the obligation.s to 
which those gentlemen had coiuiuitted 
the country a8 far as posBible, and, so 
to speak, to make the most of the as- 
Bets entrusted to them; but it is u 
thing which should never be oTer- 
looked, that we ought not in any de- 
gree to be held responsible for the in- 
itiation of those measures. I never 
have been able to understand how 
men of known ability and exporionoe 
in public allaira could have committed 
themselves to a project compelling the 
people of Canada to construct a rail- 
road nearly 3,000 miles in length 
through a country utterly uusurvoyt'd, 
and iu ell'ect a perfect 'terraincognita,' 
of which, I believe, they knew leas 
than they did of the interiorof Africa. 
It has been said that they were influ- 
enced largely by Imperial consider- 
ations, and certainly if any C'olonial 
work had a claim to an Imperial clmr- 
ttcter it was the scheme of u transcon- 
tinental railway; but that necessarily 
inrolved the duty on the part of these 
gentlemen to confer with the British 
Government before undertaking so 
gigantic a responsibility, and, as you 
know, there is not the slightest evidence or 
vestige of proof to show that tbey doom- 
e 1 it worth their while to ask tbo Iinpori- 
al (Jovernment to assist intlio ontorpriso, 
though afterwards, when public opinion 
Jiad been freely expres.sod ou the subject, 
they bucceeded, byasacrifico of our just 
claims for indemnity for the injuries 
committed on us by Ameiicau citizoua in 
securing a guarantee in port liquidation 
of the expenocs they expected to incur on 
that account. The plain faet ia that thoy 
had not the remotest idea of what thoy 
wore undertaking, and they did not con- 
bult the British Goverumout as to whether 
they would assist them in the matter; 
they volunteered to give the people of 
British Columbia a far greater ooncossion 
than tlio latter had demanded, and finally 
they utterly refused to consent to a rofer- 
itnce to the people to ascertain wiiethor 
they were really willing to undertake bo 
giguntio a work, though Parliament was 
within a year of its natural dissolution, 
and though the final vdte was carried by 
ft majority so small that I believe the 
change of the vote of half of the Ministers 
who voted on it would have defeated it al- 
together. Now when wo were called tip- 
on to grapple with this enterprise, these 
two considerations beaamo very apparent 
— we might ou the one hand have repudi- 
ated the mutter altogether, and on the 
other hand, attempted to perform it in its 
f-ntiioty, in acoordauoo with our legal ob- 
ligatiouH. The Government, after mature 
conMideration, came to the dociaioii that 
il wit.s morally aud physically impossible 
for ho people of Canada to construct this 
railway in the terms of the contract by 
which they were legally bound; bat that, 
on the other hand, it was their duty to 
consider the whole situation, and propose 
to you a plan by which, although at con- 
siderable inconvenience and not without 
a certain amonnt of risk, it might bo pos- 
.-^ible CD certain conditions to construct 
the major part of the work if a large ex- 
tension of time were accorded to us. 
With respect to the first question, who- 
Ihor the Government were well adri.sed 
in deciding not to reputliato this under- 
taking altogether, I think I am justified 
in saying that there has been a good deal 
of unwise oritioisra in oortain quarters, 
where better things might have been ex- 
pected, as to whether the Government 
ought not to have utterly repudiated an 
t'ligiigomont entered into under such 
tcrni.H or conditions. In any attein])t un 
the part pf a Govcrnniont or country to 
repudiate au ongagemont thoy have onco 
entered into, it is needless to siiy that 
very oonsidorable danger to their credit 
mnst easuo ; ond iu this particular in- 
stance I am perfectly certain that although 
Homo present ease and comfort might 
have been felt, in a very fow years the 
unanimous voice of the peojile of Canada 
would have coudonmod us as cowards 
mill traitors for allowing, without obso- 
lute, paramount necessity, the whole pro- 
ject of Confederation to be broken up and 
rendered useless, as it would have been if 
our action had led to the soeossion of firi- 
tiidi Colmabia, tn-, what might i}Ossibly 
have folluwod, to the annexation of 
that Province to the United States. 
Wo wore responsible not only to you, but 
to those who come after you, to preserve 
intact the whole of the Dominion of Can- 
ada as it came into our hands. In our 
!■ ise there was no alternative. We must 
luivii repudiated the whole or ondoavorod 
to tho best of our power to rodccin and 
lullil those obligations. The dcuision of 
llio Government on that question has 
been before you for some oonsiderablo 
time. We decided that we would forego 
the attempt to oonstrnct a vory oonsidnr- 
al)lo portion of tiio railwaj'— that,nainoly, 
which wai; to run on the uortli of Lake 
Superior and Lake Huron— that rvo 
would reduce the wholo longlli of tlio 
lino to bo constructed to something like 
2,000 luiloB, would demaud somethi ag 
like double thu time— practically a good 
Ami more than doable what was accord- 
(4 by the flrnt terma ofnnton-'Bnd would 



annex the condition that we wore not to 
be called upon to perform oven this un- 
less it were possible to do it without ma- 
terially increasing the burdens of tho 
people of Canada. In fact, wo stated in 
most express terms tho very thing we are 
reproached for not doing for wo said that 
wo were willing to do what we could, but 
were not willing to sacrifice tho future of 
four millions of people for the sake of 
the inhabitants of British Columbia, 
though we think wo are entitled to call 
upon you to submit if necessary to some 
inoonvenienoo, and even to a vory heavy 
expenditure, if by this moans wo can re- 
doom your obligations. (Hear, hoar). I 
might as weli pause to remind you that 
what we assumed in undertaking tho task 
of colonizing the North-west and British 
Columbia requires us to develop territo- 
ries divided from us practically as muoh 
as tho sea divides na from the Mother 
Country. In tho oarlier stages of Cana- 
dian hi.story, as you are aware, wo wore 
not in a position to oontributo much to tho 
Imperial rovouuo,but wore rather u source 
of Imperial expenditure, and iu some do- 
yrco a source of dfingor. The position of 
tlioso territories to us is somewhat similar 
to ours in former days to tho Empire. 
Wo cannot ox])eot them to contribute 
much for some years to come to tbo gen- 
eral revenue, and for my own part .1 shall 
be very glad if they are able to raise aufli- 
oient to meet their demands for local 
purposes. But having undertaken the 
duty and responsibility of colonizing 
tlieso countries a d providing for their 
development, it is onr boundon duty to 
do our best to fnlfil tho contract wo made 
with thoni. I\iivorth<doss, J have iiovor 
hesitated to expross my opinion that that 
wholo undertaking was )Homaluro aud 
unwise, and when 1 say it is tbo duty of 
tho Government to carry it out, I desire 
to add, also, that it was only from a sense 
of duty that wo undertook to coinpleio 
even the portion of tbo road we bavo un- 
dertaken to build in tho course of tho 
aoxt 20 years, \Vo had tho cboicoof two 
evils, and wo thought it the lessor evil to 
expose ourHolvoH to a certain risk, and to 
incur cousidoralilo oxpondituro toraterm 
of '20 years, and I would be tho last to 
deny that the people of Old Canada, in- 
cluding the Maritime Provinces, who 
joined ns in the commonceuient of Con- 
federation, have taken upon themselves a 
serious and weighty burden in this mat- 
ter, but I say, that it is hotter than rojju- 
diation and its consequences. I fully 
comprehend the sacrflco wo have bad to 
ask at your hands. Old Canada was fast 
bocoming one of the wealthiest countries 
on the face of the earth. There are very 
few nations which have seen thoir reve- 
nue expand in snob a rajiiil manner as 
Canada has iu tho lust few years, and I 
fully admit that you have good cause to 
be angry that tho wholo result of this ex- 
traordinary prosperity was to land you 
in a position which, as I have said, at the 
best offered but a choice of evils. In 
proof of this I may state that though it is 
perfectly true that tho rovenuo of the 
country has been in a depressed condi- 
tion for a short timo past, and tho volume 
of our exports and imports has shrunk 
during the last year or two, the people of 
Canada would lie able to deal with this 
depression with unconcern but for the 
expenditure they are forced to incur on 
account of these distant outlying Pro- 
vinces. Having set before you tho posi- 
tion which tho Crovernmont occupied iu 
respect of tho primary rospon.iibility for 
these measures, I must call j'our atten- 
tion to tho steps wo have taken for the 
purpose of providing for present wants; 
and bore again I must diverge for a mo- 
ment to invito your attention 1(1 the ex- 
treme inopportunenoss of engaging to 
build tho Pacillc Railway iu ton years, 
terminating in 1S3I . It so hajipoiis that 
II vory largo iiortion of tbo indebtodiiosa 
of Canada mutunij at intervals ranging 
from 1S7-1 to ISSl, and tho dilllculties of 
meeting our obligations have been great- 
ly augmented by the disregard of this cir- 
enmstance. It is true that these debts are 
at a high rate of interest, and f hojio in 
renewing them wo shall bo able to do so 
on bettor term.s, but no worse time could 
bo selected for increasing our demands 
on tho London market than tho years in 
which those debts were maturing. Tho 
Public Accounts show that those debts 
aro of very formidablo lu-oportions, Ntjw, 
the jiosition in which 1 found tilings 
when called noon to assunio tho olTioe of 
Finance .ALnistor was this: — I found a 
certain dnlicit Htnring mo in tho face, which 
Mr. Tilloy hud ucknowiedgod was likely 
to )ccur, and which tha figures contained 
in his own offioial statement showed he 
must have fully understood. I found, 
also, that m very oonsiderablo- reduction 
of the total value of our irnijorts was jjro- 
bable, if not that voar, at all evects iu the- 
succeeding year, and I found when I 
summed up the wliolo liabilitie.-i, the debts 
which wero maturing, the lowest estimate 
of the liabilities for the Pacific Railway, 
and for the canals and other matters, that 
within tho space of nino or t(>n years the 
pcopio of the JJoniinion would require to 
borrow no loss than 120 millions not all 
fresh debt, but all fresh money to bo bor 
rowed. That sum may not strike you at 
once, perhaps, as forcibly os I should do- 
sire it to do, but you will understand bow 
largo a sum it was, and how vast a re- 
sponsibility it i mjioscd on tlu^ Finance 
Minister, if you call to mind that tho to 
tal indebtodnesH assumed by tho Domin- 
ion at Confedorotion was vory little iu ox- 
oesB of 80 millioiiH, and so 120 millions 
represents nearly half as muoh again as 
the total debt of the country in 1867.

On the 
12th iustaufc pbe was olf Clarli.slo Bay, 
Santa Cruz Lslnml, niul , leaving his 
ship in the ofliug, the Coinmodoro 
landed, ac(jompaaied by some oflicors 
and men, in the hopes of conciliating 
the natives and opening friendly in- 
tercourse with thoin. 'Fl-o natives as- 
soinbled in <goodly nuuiLors ou the 
beach, aud jicceptedthe presents of- 
fered them in iin apparently friendly 
.spirit, aud apjaenred to be •willing to 
barter. The Commodore and some 
others entered the villago, iiud for 
some time mi.xed freely \vitli the na- 
tives, who sliou'cd no signs of hostility 
until preparations were being made to 
embark. While the Commodore and 
one or two others remained near tho 
the village a native standing near him 
fired an arrow xvhicdi struck the Com- 
modore in the side, aiui bef(jro any 
arms could be reaclied, all of wliicfi 
were in the boats, Hevon.l iliglits of ar- 
rows were cli.scbarged at the party, 
wounding five men and the Coinmo- 
doro again sli^'-htly in tho head. A 
few revolvoi-H ancl rillos ".vero tired to 
stop the n.ttiick, which Avaa entirely 
unprovoked , and one native fell. 

After returning to the shii^, the 
Commodore determined that he would 
show his disapproval of the treachery 
b}' simply burning tho houso.s of tho 
village near- which the attack -was 
made, but gave most explicit orders 
that no life should be taken, and di- 
reuted that blank cartridges should be 
lired to warn, tho natives awny previ- 
ous to the nion landing. 

It is impo.ssiblo to as:-.iftn any cer- 
tain cause for this Buddon attack, 
though perhaps it may be accounted 
for by supposiiif^- a constant hostility 
to the visits of strangers to exist in 
the minds of tbe.se partiouliir islanders, 
who have shown almost always the 
same spirit towards vessels visiting 
them, having- been provoked by some 
previous outx'age by white men. 

After the outrage, the Pearl at once 
proceeded southward to get into a 
cooler climate, as being more favor- 
able for the "womidcd, and having 
touched at IVXota, in Banks' Group, to 
leave directions for H. M. S. Nympho, 
should she call there, the Pearl jno- 
cooded towards Sydney. For tho first 
few days tho wounded were all doing 
well, aud great hopes were ontortaiiied 
that they would recover; but after five 
day8,83'mptoms of tetanuH appeared in 
three cases, and gradually increas- 
ed. On Thursday night a seaman 
named Edward Kayuer, who received 
a wound in the shoulder, died; and ou 
the next eveiriiif;^, at half-past 5 o'clock, 
the Commodore dietl; and oarly on 
the following morning a seaman named 
Frederick Small, who had been severe- 
ly wounded in the head, followed. 
Tho other three Avouudcd are doing 
well. 

Tho "Argus" editorially says of tho 
above: In our telegraphic columns will 
bo found the melancholy news of tlie 
death of Commodore Goodenough 
and two seamen of H. M. S. Pearl at 
tho hands of the savages of Santa 
Cruz, an island TUIj or SOU miles north- 
west of Fiji, and near to the island of 
Nukann, in the same g^roup whore 
Bishop Patteson was killed. Tho poi- 
soned arrows of those natives have 
proved fatal to many white men. It 
may bo remembered that iiishoj) Pat- 
teson lost three of his nativo pupils by 
this means ou one occasion, and that 
when H. M. S. iiosario was engaged 
in avenging the Bishop's murder, Cor- 
poral -Marcu.s received his death-wound 
in like maimer, while some scores of 
white tradei'.s havelieen killed in the 
same way. 'Tlie iiaturo of the poison 
is uuknown to P^urfipeans, aud it ap- 
pears that nothing can be done to 
avert its deadly effect. A victim who 
has even ret^eived but a slight wound 
keeps in pretty ^uod health until the 
fiftii day, when tetanus sets in. From 
that moment tbere is no hope; tho suf- 
ferer uiiderg-<.>es SDine liour.s of horri- 
ble torture, mid tlies. 

On tho day following the arrival of the 
Pearl at Sydney, the Commodoro and the 
two Roamen, wlioso remains bad been 
brought on by tho ship, woro buried at 
St. Bernard's, on tho north shore of tho 
harbor. Tho funeral was a public ono, 
and was attonJ(><l by thousands of people, 
iucluding His Kxcellonoy tho (iovornor, 
tho mombors of the Ministry and of both 
Houses of Legislature, and nearly nil tho 
leac'ing citizens of Sydney. There was a 
largo number of naval, military and vol- 
unteer forces. TLe Commodm-o and his 
men wiM-e biiriotl, as one mifrbt say, in 
the samo grave — for the remains were laid 
in parallel gr;».vo.s , t.hiit of tho Commodore 
being tho central ono. It was most af- 
fecting to SCO Mrs. Goodonough with her 
two fathorlos.s boya clothed in sailor cos- 
tume taking part in the procession, aud 
bearing wreaths of liowers to bo laid ou 
tho collin of a husband and a parent. Tho 
laiuontablo occiirronco wliicli has caused 
the death of a. bravo aud valuable ofliccr 
created a mo.st i^ainful sonsatiou in the 
neighboring Oolonios; and a loiter of oon- 
doloncewas sent by telegraph from Qnoon 
Victoria to Rfrs. Goodenouf^h, who in hor 
god-daughtei-. The improasion ii that 
this outrage on tho part of the natives of 
Santa Cruz is duo to revenge for injuries 
ioflioted upon them by other wbitea oon- 
nected with Polynesian labor- vessels .

GENTLEMEN: — As a general election 
for members to represent j'ou in tho Lo- 
cal Parliament of this Province is about 
to take place, I have determined, in ac- 
cordance witli a vfiry (general reijiicst of 
the el(>ctnr.s of your Di.strict, lo otl'cr my- 
self lis a caiiiliiltite. 

'.L'lie eui ly dute ut wliieli I hear the 
elections are to lie hold will prevent niy 
meeting you personally, as I had iiitoiul- 
ed. I therefore take this opportunity of 
giving yon iny views on aomeof tho "most 
important qnestions that arc likely to oc- 
cupy the attention of tho next Logisla- 
turo. 

The Indian question I consider of the 
;;roatesl iiniiorlanco, aiul one that shoiilil 
lie attended to tit tlio earliest possible 
moment. Living, as J do, amongst a 
jinitinn of till) iiiost discsutonted, I speak 
wii !i aullioril y v. lh'ii 1 say that unlos.s n 
sjieedy st'Ulenioiit is arrived nt, conse 
flueiHT'S of a very gniv,! natiiic itie likely 
to arise. Tho I ndians are not unroa.son- 
able in their demands; what they want is 
u fair settlement, and I cannot seo why 
this should not have taken place almost 
immediately after Confederation. 

Tlio school system of this Province I 
consider good, and with tho ruccosb ap- 
parent tliat has attended tiie boarding 
scliool at Caelie (,'reel:, V would advocate 
a furtiier expenditure in that iliroetioii , 
and CDiisider tiiat Ivaiuloojis luul uiher 
portions of tliia largo I'roviiico .should 
have institutions erected tif a like charac- 
ter. 

The formation of Agricultural Societies 
throughout tho Province, yon are aware, 
I have for somo time advocated, and 1 
would supjiort any inoasiiro giving a lib- 
eral grant of iniinoy to aid such sociotio.s. 
It will bo the moans of bringing farmers 
and stoel; raisers together, of com^^aring 
stock and inducing the importation of 
good blood. 

Tho early comme'ncement of tho Rail- 
way on llio ^lainland of Rritish Coluinbia 
is of tiie L'reiitest iiiipDrfance to the set- 
tlers in this :-.ei.'|itin of our rruvinee. 

The late negotiation.s that have taken 
place with regard to a relaxation of the 
'i'eriiis of LInioii 1 have been opposed to, 
and consider that under nooiroumstances 
should they have been entered into with- 
out oouHnlting the jieojile. Tbey have, 
ha)ii)ily for us, lieon unsuccessful, but as 
it is reported that fresh negotiiitio!is are 
likely to take place and tlie ipiustion inust 
bu considered at an early date by oui- Lo- 
cal Govornmout, I would .support no 
( iovenuneut who in treating with t ho Do- 
iiiiiiion (rovornmeut did not insist on an 
early eoinmenceinent of railway construc- 
tion on the Mainland, and an equal dis- 
tribution betvs'eeii N'ancoiiver Ishiiul and 
tho Mainland of any ooiiipouHution that 
might bo ollered for tho uonftiltilinent of 
tho Tonus of Union. I conauler that 
should fresh negotiations take place somo 
arrangtjmoDt shoujd be come to witli the 
Dominion Oovernment by which our 
TarilV should be so modifieil as to give 
us seine protect ion for mir stock iiilerest. 

Slioiihl villi, geiitiinien, do me tSe 
holioi' of elei'iili;; iiiii as oilii of your re- 
jjresL'iitalives, 1 shall fetd ii ahVav's my 
duty to advocato tho oxpondituro of inib- 
lio monies on public works as far as tho 
roveuuo of the Province will allow, but 
that only on works of a reproduotivo 
character. 

1 consider tliiit the Govornmout of tho 
Province slioiild bo carried on with tho 
strictest economy compatible with pub- 
lic ofliciouoy; that taxation .should bo 
equalized so that the rich man pay his 
fair proportion with tho jioor, which is 
not tho caso now. T trust that thoso vi(>ws 
will 1)0 accepLalile to yfui, ami should you 
return mo as oiio of your representatives, 
1 shall endeavor at all times to obtain 
your views on all public (jiteslions, and 
thus ho euithled to act according to the 
well understood wisbos of my ooustitu- 
enta.
